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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-15 and 26, drawn to a composition comprising a mixture of at least 
one monomer. 

Group II, claim(s) 16-21 and 27-35, drawn to a polymerized film, and devices 
comprising the polymerized film. 

Group III, claim(s) 22-25 and 36, drawn to a process for forming an electroluminescent 
device. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as mutually exclusive species in an intermediate- 
final product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this relationship if the 
intermediate product is useful to make other than the final product, and the species are 
patentably distinct (MPEP § 806.05(j)). In the instant case, the intermediate product is 
deemed to be useful as a light emitting material or charge transport material in the un- 
polymerized form and the inventions are deemed patentably distinct because there is 
nothing on this record to show them to be obvious variants. 
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3. Inventions II and III are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product, the polymer and the device 
comprising the polymer can be made by a different method than the process which is 
described. The polymer can be formed by a condensation reaction, between a thiol and 
an alkyl halide for example, while the device can be made by polymerization prior to 
disposition on the substrate. 

4. Inventions I and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced on any photopolymerizable mixture, 
including photoinitiated polymerization of an epoxide or vinyl compound, and is not 
limited to thiol-ene polymerizations. 

5. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The composition of 
claim 1 is not novel as evidenced by Fuchigami etal. (JP 11-102783). Fuchigami et al. 
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describe an electroluminescent device where the light emitting layer is formed of a 
mixture of 1,4-biphenylthiol (structure 8), and 1 ,4-biphenyldiethynyl (structure 9), 
followed by photopolymerization,[0057]-[0062] where the biphenyl structure comprises 
an organic light-emitting fragment. 



Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
